The poor-wounded men who 
had been struck do^vn in that gallant 
charge remained wliere they fell not 
only all Friday night, but. during all 
fie blazing boat of Saturday, aacl sve^s 
Saturday night passed without relief- 
Hot a drop of "water in their fever- 
ish mouths, no food or help, but a trop- 
ical sun beating on their heads. Oh, 
the intolerable agonies that were en- 
dured! If cue heard that such a thing 
happened In England or Ireland to a 
horse or a dog, oue would shiver with 
pit}', but here hundreds of gallant 
Irishmen, who bad fought as no other 
troops, hare.fought in this war, were 
left on the field to endure a horrible 
death. Most of them, of course, died, 
One of them, a very Senior officer,'' 
whose name out of pity I shall not 
mention, suffered so terribly that be 
begged those near him to pui hiiu out 
of pain. He died during the day, for 
no help earae.
